Every Kid 


« (AFL Release) 
Washington.—A fair chance for 


a healthy personality. 

That is the goal for every Amer- 
ican child, Federal Security Ad- 
ministrator Oscar>R. Ewing told 
the opening of the Midcentury 
White House Conference on Chil- 
dren and Youth Dec. 3. 

“If we win that for our children 
—if we even approximate it—we 
shall have made an immeasurable 
contribution to world peace,” he 
said. Insofar as we help our chil- 
| dren to achieve this goal, we are 
raising our own sights as American 
citizens and as world citizens, 

“In 1950, we look at children 
with perhaps no greater concern 
than in previous years, but with 
increased sensitivity and a new 
awareness that stems from new 
understanding.” Mr. Ewing listed 
these child rights: 

“He has the right to be wanted, 
to feel that he belongs. 

“He has the right to -grow 
| strong in body and free in spirit. 

“He has the right to search for 
truth, to know goodness, to follow 
after beauty. 

“He has the right to feel secure. 

“He has the right to feel that his 
community and his nation belong 
to him as a citizen, that he is a 
| part of them, 

“All, perhaps, that we can do is 
to wipe out the most blatant and 
obvious pitfalls—pitfalls that are 
déep and dangerous and far-reach- 
ing on the paths too many children 
must tread today: 

“The pitfall of prejudice and dis- 
crimination—which blasts not only 
the discriminated against, but the 
discriminator; 

“The pitfalls of destitution, ill- 


ness and ignorance; 

“The pitfall of squalor and the 
blighting indecencies of bad hous- 
ing; 

“The pitfall of educational mal- 
nutrition—of the virtual starvation 
that today faces too many of our 
schools and the young people they 
should serve; 

“The pitfall of empty time, 
which confuses true leisure with 
the dead-on-its-feet vacuum of 
‘nothing to do.’ 

“And along with these, their op- 
posite hazards: 

“The pitfalls of overprotection; 
of overindulgence; of false ece- 
nomic and social standards; of hot- 
house forcing in education; of mis- 
taking license for self-disciplined 
freedom; of shoddy moral stand- 


‘|ards that deny to youth any spir- 


itual foundation for life. 

“If each child in America can 
only—and it is not too much to 
ask—if each can only do his grow- 
ing up without running afoul of 
most of these traps and hazards, 
then each will, I think, make his 
own ‘fair chance’.”

He reports that 56 per cent of 
the nation’s clergymen recently 
have been critical in their sermons 
of big business. And 44 per cent 
think industries are making too 
much money. Shocking statements, 
aren’t they? 


“We might as well face the fact 
that, whether businesmen like it 


m@ | or not, the church is going to con- 


tinue to take- positions on ques- 
‘tions which have economic as- 
| pects,” states Wilson. “Church 
leaders are naturally idealistic. 

“We cannot prevent some min- 
isters and their church leaders 
from making unsound statements 
on economic subjects, but we can 
do much more than we have to see 
that they are better informed on 
business matters.” 

Wilson want§ “practical-minded 


men of business” to go to church | 


more so they can “point out the 
facts” to preachers, whom he eon- 
temptuously refers to as “ideal- 
istic.” 

It takes more than “‘writing a 
check,” concludes Wilson, to in- 
fluence ministers.—(LLPE).

Rent Controls Are 
Continued in S.F. 


(State Fed. Release) 

The Board of Supervisors of San 
Francisco voted Nov. 30, 1950, to 
continue rent controls in San Fran- 
| cisco until June 30, 1951. Controls 
|would have expired Dec, 31, 1950, 
if such action had not been taken. 
| The Board of Supervisors’ action 
|was undoubtedly influenced by a 
housing survey which showed 7650 
| vacancies, amounting to 2.9 per 
cent of the total dwellings in the 
|county. However, 67.5 per cent of 
these vacant units could be con- 
sidered unsuitable. 

Organized labor favored continu- 
ation of controls, and the action 
was unopposed by organized land- 
lords, although individual landlords 
did ask for decontrol. 

At the same meeting the Board 
of Supervisors asked the general 
rent advisory board to consider re- 
moving controls from units rent- 
ing for $95 or more a month, 

A 25 per cent increase over 
rents in effect as of June 30, 1947, 
has previously been approved for 
“San Francisco; landlords are now 
‘making application and the in- 
creases will go into effect January 
1, 1950, in most cases.

| Harrisburg, Pa. — The Pennsyl- 
|vania Federation of Labor, repre- 
senting 700,000 members, reiter- 
ated its opposition to a state sales 
or wage tax. 


President James L. McDevitt | 
said, “Now that consideration is | 
being given by the state adminis- | 
tration for increased revenue for | 
the 1951-52 budget, the federation 
wishes to reiterate its position rela- | 
tive to state taxes. Resolutions | 
| adopted at the federation’s conven- | 
| tion called for strong opposition by | 
ithe federation against sales or | 
| wage tax as a workers’ tax because | 
it would be a burden falling most 
|heavily on the lowest income 
groups or those least able to pay 
for it. 

“Workers in Pennsylvania must 
be consulted on the matter of 
taxes, for unjustified increase in 
|taxes amounts to a cut in the 
;worker’s ‘take-home pay.’ As to 
‘hidden taxes’ on commodities and 
| services, the worker must be given 
'a full insight into this method of 
raising revenue by collecting taxes
